lait the difference is not very great. As 
far a> agricultural condition* generally 
are concerned von have many advan­ 
tages here.

The winters there are not sn 
cold, however, and while the summers 
are hot the heat is not oppressive."

to close

The accepted way to lace a corset is to 
begin at tho top. Thread the top eyelet 
on each side of the corset and draw the ! 
lacer through so that its exact center is 
between the two (‘.relets. Lace in the 
ordinary way until you reach the waist­ 
line, which is usually indicated by the 
eyelets being placed 
close 
together. 
Then, too, there is always a “staving” 


nuder almost across tho length of the 
lace netting. 
If the sprays do not fit 
as they come naturally they can be en­ 
larged by the addition of other flow­ 
ers and leaves and they can he made 
almost any width and length desired. 
One charming dresser cover had little

tied with ribbon cut 
out of cretonne and scattered at regular 
intervals over Hie scarf. 
T he cretonne 
applications must be pasted securely to 
the under side of the net. 
Colorless 
paste is the best for this purpose, and if 
the paste is first laid over the net in 
the shape of the design about to be ap­ 
plied there will be no unnecessary glue 
or paste on the cretonne, as it needs to 
be beld only to the lace meshes. After 
the glueing has 
been done with

care then apply the cretonne spray and 
press all the little tips and points down 
hard. 
If any of them have not. been

paste and repeat 
the pressing.

When it can be afforded, choose a silk 
lacer, for it pass es so much more sm o o th ­ 
ly through the eyelets. 
T h e length of th e lacer depends upon 
the length of the co rset and the number 
of eyelets some are as long as twelve 
yards. 
Untie and unlace your corset before 
you take it off. 
Then it will take hut a 
minute to even up tin* lacer and have it 
all ready to put on again in the morning. 
If you will do this it will greatly lessen 
the temptation to put it on carelessly.
